price of gas in cities and 00 mm uni 
¡ties where compensation for the pro­ 
ducts is not already fixed by law 
Shortage of gasoline ui this country 
is due primarily to a falling off in the 
production of crude oil but the increas 
ing use of gasoline caused by the 
grow ing use of automobiles Is a big 
factor. 
Increased 
exportation 
also 
pays a big part in the threatened fam­ 
ine. 
“The pinch of poverty” Will be keen 
Iv felt by automobile owners here if 


the price 
of gasoline 
continues to 
mount upward as it has done for some 
lime past. 
The present retail price is 20 cents, 
in comparison with the lowest figure, 
10 cents, during the sum m er months, 
and dealers stated that they are ex­ 
pecting further boosts at any time. 
The claim is m ade that gasoline is 
scarce and high because producers of 
crude oil are withholding shipm ents 
in an effort to corner the market and 
then unload at a big profit. 
Still others advance the theory that 
experimenters are nearing success In 
thetr efforts to sym hetically produce a 
substitute for gasoline as fuel for In­ 
ternal combustion motors, and that 
efforts are made to keep the price of 
gasoline up as long as possible.
